An operation of 
this kind, undertaken at a point where no 
vital piece of ground is involved, is some- 
éhing novel in the French tactics before 
Verdun, “We are on the defensive,” 
said the semi-official review issued last 
Sunday; “we must remain on the defen- 
sive until further orflers,’’ The fact that 
the French have varied this tactical aim 
on the west bank of the Meuse, where the 
Germans are not even in contact with the 
main line of resistance, bespeaks an in- 
creasing elasticity. 

This return to the offensive by 
the French before Verdun, and the 
offensive activity on the British front 
in the region of St. Eloi, ‘welcome

We are, and shall remain, until 
its results begin to appear, ignorant of 
the. terms of this supremely important 
agreement, which proposes at length tw 
match Germany's greatest asset—her 
centralised and continuous control of 
military action. It is an open secret, 
however, that the agreement. contemplates 
@ general offensive by all the Allies 
For such 
a movement the Allies in the west may be 
ready. On the Russian, the Italian, and the 
Balkan fronts, however, the season is not 
yet propitious ; and it is the essence of 
the strategic scheme at whith. the Allies 
have arrived By a path of the most bitter 
experience that, if necessary, opportuni- 


"| ties. of advantage on one front should be 


foregone in order to make the united 
stroke the more effective when if is de 
elivered. Upon the scarcely less impor- 
tant question of parallel measures in the 
economic sphere the Conference has done 
no more, though this is important, than 
establish the principle of identity of in- 
terests and uhity of action. The Allied 
Governments “charge the Economic Con- 
ference which will shortly be held in 
Paris to realise this solidarity.” As 
the outlines of a common military 
policy must have been sketched between 
the General Staffs before the policy in 
its final form was ratified by the Confer 
ence, so the outlines of a common 
ecohomic policy must now have been 
sketched for final ratification by the Con- 
ference of next month. We shall pro- 


| bably find that the British Government s 


decision to abandon our traditional trade 
policy was taken during the last few days 
in Paris. . 
The Conference has already taken action 
upon one aspect of the problem on which 
it will be the business of the coming Con- 
ference to reach a final decision. In its 
third resolution, in order to strengthen, 
co-ordinate, and simplify the economic 
action to be exercised in order to prevent 
supplies from reaching the enemy, it | 
establishes in Paris a permanent Com- 
mittee, upon which all the Allies will be 
represented. At the same time they 
pledge themselves, in their first resolu- 
tion, to diplomatic unity of action. The 
immediate and most important effect of 
these two decisions together is to create 
a situation. in which, where matters of 
blockade policy are concerned, the Allies 
will deal with neutrals as an Alliance. 
Acting as an Alliance, they will be able 
to take much more vigorous and deter~ 
mined action than was possible when the 
whole responsibility, and. the whole 
odium, of conducting the blockade in the 
face of neutral protests belonged to Great 
Britain alone. In their fourth resolution 
the Allied Governments take the neces- 
sary measures to defeat Germany's at- 
tempt to establish a virtual blockade of 
their countries, and especially of Great 
Britain, They propose, in effect, to’ 
“pool” their shipping resources, and, by 
distributing the burdens of maritime 
transport, to put a stop to the rise of 
freights, which, so far as the civil popu 
lation of these jslands is concerned, 
threatens to reach a point indistinguish- 
able in its effects from a natural state 
of e. The decisions of the Con- 
ference impose am added responsibility 
on the British Government to bear its full 
share of the common ‘burden. ; It appears

The 
additional taxation already imposed will 
yield a revenue of about 200 millions in 
the coming year, so that interest on the 
new debt is amply sécured. . Dr. 
Helfferich’s claim that the war expendi- 
tute has been covered is of doubtful 
validity in view of certain known facts of 
German finance. . When the loan was 
launched a sum of 700 millions was re- 
quired to meet the short-loan payments 
which were pending, and of this sum 
570 millions is required at® once.’ The 
new loan yielded, according to Dr. 
Helfferich’s announcement, no more than 
550 millions—a sum not sufficient to meet 
even the immediate indebtedness. It is 
evident that still more paper will have to 
be created in, order to pay the debts not 
covered by the new loan. So it goes on, 
and the wealth of the country is mortgaged 
over and over again. A further point in re- 
gard to Germany's financial standing is 
the withdrawal of men from productive 
labour owing to the stern demands of the 
Army authorities for reinforcements. The 
great effort on the western front made it 
necessary that a very close net should be 
drawn through the male popuiation of the 
country. It is true that our blockade 
had closed most of Germany's markets ; 
but a few remained to her in neighbouring 
countries, and the export of her products 
to these markets maintained her credits in 
them at a certain level. » With decreased 
production she will be unable to uphold 
even these credits. 


The Blizzard. 


Last week, during one of Dublin’s 
wettest and most miserable days, a tele- 
phone message told us that the Curragh 
was enjoying excellent weather. The 
present war weather seems to be not only) 
variable, but strictly localised. Ireland has 
escaped altogether the direct effects of the 
blizzard which has been raging since Mon- 
day night in the South and Midlands of 
England. The Irish mail, which left 
Euston at 830 am. on Tuesday, 
reached Crewe at 6 p.m., after a heart- 
breaking crawl through snow and other 
obstructions. The storm area ended at 
Crewe; the train raced merrily to Holy- 
head, in a couple of hours, and the way- 
worn travellers had a perfectly tranguil 
passage to Kingstown. Within its limits, 
however, the storm -was the worst in 
thirty years. It brought the business of 
London, Birmingham, and other cities 
almost to a stand-still. The wind over- 


threw thousands of trees and telegraph |: 
poles, and the traffic of the main railway | 


lines from. London to the North was 
utterly dislocated. Trains were hand- 
signalled at the rate of four gniles an 
hour; some were actually “lost”; we 
read of one which, like the Irish forward 
who crossed the English line “ festooned 
with Saxons,’ staggered into Crewe 
festooned with telegraph wires. Railway 
passengers suffered much hardship through 
the long delays. We have special sym- 
pathy with the soldiers on short leave 
who had to spend so many of their pre- 
cious hours of freedom as prisoners cf the 
snow, and we hope that the military 
authorities will deal kindly with them. 
Though Ireland has not suffered directly, 
the blizzard affected her by interrupting, 
very seriously, telegraphic communication 
between the two countries. In one district 
forty telegraph poles’ went down in six | 
miles. The combination of wind and snow 
was fatal, for the wires, becoming laden 
with snow, were unable to withstand the 
wind. The Irish newspapers were the 
principal victims, and they may continue 
to be inconvenienced for several days. 
“Public” and “private” wires have col- 
lapsed together, in one white butial blent.

Vultures. 


An officer’s letter from Northern France 
adds,a grim touch to the horrors of the 
war. He says that, on the 14th March, 
when he was in the neighbourhood of the 
trenches, he saw two small objects in the 
sky which; at first, his men took to be 
aeroplanes. Studying them through his 
glasses, he recognised them as_ vultures. 
He is sure that he was not mistaken; he 
had seen and watched many vultures dur- 
ing the South African War. If this 
officer's eyes did not deceive’ him, the 
presence of vultures on the western front. 
may soon be fully established, for the un- 
canny speed with which“s vulture that has 
found prey attracts others is one of the 
familiar wonders of natural history. 
There is no inherent imprgbability in the 
story, though the normal: haunts of the 
vulture nearest te Northern France are in 
Spain. The small Egyptian vulture, 
which has its habitat in Africa and India, 
has been found twice in England and 
once in Norway. The -gyps fulvus, a 
larger and uglier species of the ghoulish 
brood, was once captured in Treland. 
Before now vultures have been attracted 
to European battlefields. During the 
Crimean War they flocked in enormous 
crowds to Sebastopol, where, previously, 
they had been scarce. It is not impos- 
ssible that the Spanish vultures, through 
their marvellous gift of eye or of scent— 
scientific men have not yet decided this 
point—may have come to some knowledge 
of the deeds that are being done between 
Switzerland and the Yser.* French 
airmen e crossed the Pyrenees, and 
what the best airmen could only do with 
many beats of the finest engine any vul- 
ture could do with one waft of the wing.

occurred suddenly yesterday of the Ven. 
William Fitzroy Garstin, Archdeacon of 
Raphoe and Rector of Conwall, Letterkenny. 
The Archdeacon arrived. at the residence of 
his son, the Rev. W. F. H, Garstin, M.A., 
Rector of All Saints Church, Clooney, Lon- 
donderry, on the previous day, from London, 
where he had gone with his daughter-in-law. 
While in Lon he had a rather’ shaip 
seizure, and consulted a specialisty on whose 
advice he arranged to take a prolonged holi 
day from rochial and diocesan duties. 
Shortly after he reached his son's home he 
became ill, and passed away within a few 
hours. Ordained im the yeur 1878, his first 
curacy was Desertmartin, where he met his 
wife, a daughter of the late Archdeacon 
Hamilton, ‘and sister of Miss Mamilton, the 
Chairman of the Portrush Urban Council.

Mr. Nagie asked Mr. Ross why did he not 
have a copy of the Act. : 

Mr, Ross—It has not been issued to me. 

Mr. Tughan—Because it does not apply to 
Ireland. Continuing, Mr. Tughan said that 
under the Army Act .{ 3881 a police officer 
might, upon reas@nabie suspicion, arrest a 
man without a warrant, but he argued the 
prosecution must bring the Court evidence 
that they were brought within the provisions 
of the Military Service Act. As far as the 
men for whom he appeared were concerned, 
they had return tickets to Leeds in their 
possession, and there was: nothing to prevent 
them coming to Ireland to see their friends. 
It must be shown they were deserters. 

Sergeant Henry Kincaid proved the arrest 
of the fourteen accused men yesterday at 
Brown square Barracks on the above charge. 
He had previously made informations with 
regard to the men, and the warrants for their 
arrest were issued on these. . 

Mr. Tughan produced a ticket dated 7th 
March—return portion-+from Belfast to Leeds, 
which he said had been handed to him by: 
Bernstein. Witness asked the accused about 
their business, and they told him where they 
were working. Mr. Tughan also produced a 
business card on which he read “ Phillips and 
Hyimans, Bros., Fashionable Lailors, Windsor 
Buildings, North street,” and witness said he 
did not search either‘of the accused for such 
as that. 

Mr. Tughan—Have you ever seen a copy of 
the Muitary Serviee Act? 

Did not they all deny they were deserters? 
Yes. 

Cross-examined by Mr. bat witness 
said he could not tell if Sidney Goldman had 
been here for months. 

Michael Harris, speaking from thá“ dock, 
said he was going to defend himself and his 
three brothers, some of whom were in this 
country for months. He had told the 
police they were all agreeAble to pack up and 
go back to England either with military or 
without military. 

The sergeant denied this, 

Other evidence having been given, all the 
accused said they were willing to return to 
England. 

Mr. Tughan, speaking for the accused, said 
they were all of Jewish parentage, and were 
loyal British subjects, on whom the stigma 
should nat have been cast#of being deserters. 
He appealed to the magistrates not to re- 
mand the accused for an escort, but to let 
them out to return to England. 

The magistrates remanded all the accused 
in custody until Friday, pending the arrival 
of the escort from Leeds.

The lecturer said that standing stones did 
not seem to offer such possibilities of interest 
us did the dolmens,: There was less evidence 
of constructional skill, and they did not hold 
out a promise of linking te so many varied 
de»artments of human life. Yet these simple 
pillar stones had a complex story to tell, 

hey were none? straight obelisk pillars, 
but sometimes flat broad slabs. They 
rarely showed signs of having been dressed in 
any way. Many of them were from 17 to 
20 feet in height. These stones were erected 
for a variety of purposes, and as a general 
rule it is impossible by a mere inspection 
of the stone to determine what ‘parpose it 
served. It was interesting to notice that all 
the uses of standing stones could be" illus- 
trated from the Old Testament. Standing 
stones were in the first place grave-mark,s 
(like the am set up by Jacob over Rachel's 
grave). They were religious emblems (like 
the pillars of the Canaanites). They were 
landmarks or boundary marks (like the Stone 
of Bohan, a toundary mark of the tribe of 
phase And they might be memorials of 
events, like the stones set up by Joshua and 
byt®aul.

WAR RISKS INSURANCE. 

The War Risks (Insurance by Trustees) 
Bill, which enables the Trustees to insure 
against war risks, was read a second time, on 
the motion of the Solicitor-General.
